LICENSE BILL PRESENTED. 


Will Be Brought to Vote !n Senate 


Next Thursday Afternoon. 


Columbus. O., Feb. 2S-— At ^ o'clock 


Thursday the senate is scheduled 


to vote on the Greeniund liquor li- 
cense bill. It having passed its first 
and second readings and been report- 
ed back in less than half an hour. 


Another of the administration's big 


measures, the bill creatins: an indus- 
trial commission, passed the senate 
with only t»vo dissenting votes. 


Modeled after the \Visconsin meas- 


ure, the proposed Ohio !aw is one of 
the most sweeping and progressive 
yet acted upon by the assembly. 
It 


proposes to center' responsibility for 
thf working of seven state depart- 
ments in three persons, of the propri- 
ety of whose acts the governor will 
be sole judge. He will have pov.-er oi 
appointment and summary removal 
Salaries are to be So.PuG a year. 


As between employer and employe 


the industrial commission is empow- 
ered to act as arbiter in disputes. Be- 
sides enumerating -many new thing? 
which employers must do for the wel- 
fare of their employes, such as pro- 
viding suitable places in which to 
work and safeguards against accident, 
the bill gives the commission pov.-er 
to enforce all present laws of that 
character.
